TIFLIS, Transcaucasia, Nov. 3.

The Imperial Russian Viceroy to-
day issued the following manifesto: |

“In view of the attack by Turkey on
tha Russian coast and vessels of the |
Black Sea fleet, the Emperor has or-
dered the army of the Caucasus to
cross the frontier and attack the |
Lfurks."”

The manifesto was received with
an enthusiastic demonstration. Many
volunteers have enrolled, including a
number of the senior pupils of the
Armenian School.

According to reports from the Turk-
ish frontier, Ottoman soldiers are de-
serting in large bodi s and crossing
into Transcaucasia.
